THE CONTRACT LABOB OF SENTENCED 


PRISONERS. 


One ot the most important of tho econ- 


omic and humanitarian questions now 
before the public is that o£ utilizing tho 
time and skill ot jiorsotia loutonced to 
state prison for tho commissions of 
•rimes: It has boon already «tatod in 
the 
Gazette 
that 
tho 
numbar 


of oonviots working under soutence witU- 
in or without tho 120 couvict prisons in 
tho United States, is about 45,000. When 
tho convict class reaches this enormous 
number it is no woii:lcr » crisia ia at hand 
regarding tlio labor qnostiou in American 
prisons. 


Probably (he most thorough stuflent 


of prison discipline in this country 
Mr. T. B. Brookwny. superintendent o 
tho Elmira Reformatory. 
Ho has been 


a prison officer for forty years. 
Ho hai 


had the 'management ot all classes o: 
oonviots. He has worked them under al 
the various systems ot prison laboi 
which havo been in operation in differ- 
ent parts of the country, and recently his 


,..miud has benn greatly changed rcgard- 


me tha system that should bo adopted 
in disposing of prison labor. 
Tne -sys 


tanw which have been most commonly 
practiced in this country aro the follow- 
ing: 


1. The Public Account System, by which 


the state, county, city, or otbor jurisdic- 
tion to which the prison belongs furnishes 
stock for the convicts to work up, and sull 
the prodnot of their labor. 


2. Tin Cotanum Contrur.t System, by 


which '.certain contractors furnish the 
stook. machinery, or other appliances for 
labor, and pay tho prison authorities ao 
m«°Vj d?? for the tabor °E ono1'mnn- 
3. -The Mixed System, or, as Mr.-Brook- 


way calls it, "Tho piece-price plan," by 
which the prison authorities direct the 
labor without the intervention o! con- 
tractors or-their employes, but have con- 
tracts with munufactujors outside the 
prison to supply stock, and take the fin- 
ished product at a certain specified pried 
per article, thus avoidiug tho day's work 
prico and tho supervision of tho oonvicla 
whila at work by men who havo-no high- 
er interest than salaries or profits in their 
management of prisonera. 


Mr. Brookwoy was on ce a believer in tho 


contract system, but now ho thinks that 
plan "must go," and he also ob'jeote to the 
first, because it requires too much finan- 
cial risk on the part of tho state, and like 
the contract sj stem, interferes too direct- 
ly with outside markets. 
After forty 


years of ripe experience, studying all 
the phases of the prison labor question, 
Mr.Brookway haa come to the firm con- 
clusion that it is both inexpedient and 
unjust for any state,with all its resources, 
to enter into competition with private 
oiiizens whose business it is to employ 
labor and manufacture goods. For that 
reason he has adopted the "piece-price 
plan," which haa fewer objections than 
the other systems. 
It does not enter 


into 
tha 
same 
competition 
with 


legitimate manufacturers that tho other 
systems do, and yot tho industrial and re-' 
formatory principles nro equally as well 
observed. 


There is tq-iioy o wide-spread opposi- 


tion to the farther coutruotiug of prison 
labor in this country.

est star there, Vega, then look up nearly 
in the direction of tho zenith about 20 
degrees, or about four times the distance 
between the pointers in the dipper; you 
will find another quite bright star, Alpha 
Cygnus, than look do.vu toward the 
point where tbo sun disappeared, and 
you will find another star less bright, of 
a reddish color, called Gamma Cygnus. 
This is about five degrees from-Alpha 
Cygnus. Tho comet is about one-fourth 
of the distance between these two stars 
from Qamina Cygnus and a httlo south- 
west, or rather it was there last night, 
December 18, It is moving south more 
than half a degree a day aud eastward at 
the rate o! almost one an J one-half de- 
grees. I thought that I could see it with 
the naked eye or rather with ray specta- 
cled eyss last night, but it so it was very 
faint. In tbo toloscopo it is qm'to bright 
with n w_ell developed nucleus and quite 
well defined tail."
